The only legislative question on the Nov. 7 ballot 


is Act 1, to repeal Arkansas' railroad full-crew 
law— and we urge you to vote FOR ACT 1 . 


Down through the years there have been 


repeated efforts to get rid of the full-crew handicap 
on railroad freight bills, but the voters, fixed in 
their habit, have turned back each repeal bill— 
until today Arkansas is the only one of the 50 states 
with this burdensome law still on its books. 


That the law is burdensome is apparent to any 


citizen who takes time to examine the facts. A train 
leaving Missouri with a crew meeting the safety 
standards of 49 states upon entering Arkansas has 
to add two men to the crew until the train reaches 
Texas, where the two "extras" are dropped. 


Railroad freight rates are paid indirectly by 


every Arkansas consumer— therefore it is the 
public which picks up the tab to give two men a free 
ride across our state. 


How did such a foolhardy notion ever become law 


in Arkansas ? you ask. The answer is simple 
enough. Back in hard times the railroad unions 
wanted to create as many jobs as possible, whether 
useful or not. The popular name of this malpractice 
is "featherbedding" -that is to say, the two extra 
men never leave the caboose as the freight train 
crosses Arkansas. 


But in recent years the economic picture has 


changed drastically. Today there are more jobs in 
America than there are people to fill them— and 
this is as true for the railroads as it is for other 
industries. 


If you want to know why this newspaper has 


consistently fought for repeal of the full-crew law I 
have a specific answer. Currently our consumption 
of newsprint (paper) is running at the rate of 120 
tons a year. All of it moves by rail— meaning an 
annual freight bill of $1,374.22. 


Rail freight rates have been increasing steadily. 


If the cost of "freeloading" two crewmen across 
our state is to continue then we can expect another 
rate increase. 


The Star has but two options. It can (1) pay the 


railroad freight increase and pass it on to its , 
subscribers and advertisers or (2) switch to truck/ 
delivery. 


Loss of freight traffic won't help either the 


railroads or their trainmen. 


But that's exactly how the cards will read when 


Arkansas voters shuffle the deck in the Nov. 7 
election.

Trudeau or Stanfield? 


Power force in doubt 


OTTAWA (AP) - Whether 


Pierre Elliott Trudeau or Rob- 
ert Stanfield will be Canada's 
next prime minister remained 
in doubt today as political lead- 
ers and their advisers pondered 
the tightest general election 
battle In the nation's history. 


Complete returns from Mon- 


day's vote gave Stanfield's Con- 
servatives a one-eeat edge — 
100 to 100 - over Trudeeu's 
liberals in the new House of 
Commons. 
But 
the 
Con- 


servatives were 25 seats short 
of a majority, and recounts in 
half a dozen close races could 
change the result. 


It appeared unlikely that 


Prime Minister Trudeau would 
decide whether to relinquish 
the government reins he has 
held since 10M until the 
recounts are completed. 


The balance of power now 


lies with the socialistic New 
Democratic party, which won 
30 seats. The Social Credit Par- 
ty elected 15 members, all from 
Quebec, and two independents 
also won, completing the total 
of 3M members. 


Trudeau was meeting with 


his Cabinet today to discuss the 
election outcome. 


The prime minister could re- 


sign and let Stanfield form a 
minority government, or he 
could face Parliament and risk 
defeat by the combined opposi- 
tion. 


Most constitutional experts 


say Trudeau should face Par- 
liament before resigning, but 
there are precedents for both 
courses of action. 


Stanfield made clear that he 


is ready to assume power. He 
told a news conference Tuesday 


night that Trudeau "has lost 
the confidence of the people ... 
he should resign." 


Liberal leaders offered a 


variety of reasons to explain 
their party's decline from 147 
seats hi the outgoing House to 
100 and the Conservatives' 


comeback from 73 to 100. 


Regional Expansion Minister 


Jean Marchand said the more 
affluent English-speaking prov- 
inces didn't like Trudeau's ef- 
forts to improve the lot of 
French-speaking Quebec and 
eastern Canada. 


'Wired nation' plan is rejected 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


White House says a secret sug- 
gestion to give the government 
a direct electronic link to every 
home and car in America was 
just or* of many ideas that 
were rejected as too extreme 
before it even reached the plan- 
ning stage. 


And, said President Nixon's 


science adviser, the Democrat- 
ic congressman who discloeed 
the proposal Tuesday was just 
seeking headlines. 


Rep. William S. Moorhead, D- 


Pa., said the plan for a "wired 
nation" apparently was de- 
signed to provide the govern- 
ment with a disaster-warning 
system and a wide-scale means 


of dispensing various services. 


Moorhead, a member of the 


House Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations, said the plan 
is also a blueprint for a govern- 
ment-operated propaganda and 
spy system. He called on the 
administration to let the nation 
know of the plan, which he said 
was prepared for Nixon's Do- 
mestic Council. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


unexpected shortage of child- 
proof containers has prompted 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration to quietly delay the 
deadline for safety packaging 
of aspirin, dangerous drugs and 
certain linaments 


The notice, published without 


public announcement in the 
Federal Register a week ago, 
gives the nation's 55,000 retail 
pharmacists until Jan. 22,1973, 
to comply. 


The original deadlines, based 


on a two-year-old law, had been 
Aug. 14 for aspirin, Sept. 21 for 
methyl salicylate or winter- 
green oil, and Oct. 24 for 4,300 
types of such controlled drugs 
as amphetamines, barbiturates 
and narcotics. 


FDA officials said a field sur- 


vey under way indicates that 
the packaging-supply backlog 
may be even more extensive, 
and that the deadline might 
have to be extended also for 
manufacturers of bottled aspi- 
rin, the leading cause of child 
poisonings.

age recently," said Henry L.

New bump-resistant bumpers 
trigger insurance rale drop 


All Around Town 


WASHINGTON (AP) - New 


bump-resistant bumpers on 1973 
cars have triggered a drop in 
insurance rates, holding out the 
hope that for the first time car 
owners will save in operating 
costs the equivalent of the price 
of the federally ordered safety 
feature. 


For some high-and moderate- 


risk drivers in metropolitan 
areas, the drop in insurance 


,: rates alone will make up the 


difference. For others, such as 
car owners in rural areas, the 
new bumpers will not pay off in 
cash unless their cars are in- 
volved in an accident, if then. 


The current federal standard 


of protection for the new bump- 
ers is limited. They must pro- 
tect the safety-related items on 
a car when it is driven into a 
flat barrier, 5 miles per hour in 
front and 2tt m.p.h. in the 
rear. 


"That's not the same as a 


bumper into a telephone pole, 
or a tree or another car," said 
one insurance company execu- 
tive. "But we're betting our 
costs are coming down, so we 
can discount our rates by 10 
per cent."

Spokesmen here did not seem 


worried that the refusal to sign 
the agreement Tuesday would 
precipitate a crisis in negotia- 
tions. 


Laird indicated the U.S. side 


is not worried over efforts by 
the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Gong to seise as much addition- 
al territory as possible in the 
South before a cease-fire takes 
effect. 


He said the maneuvers prob- 


ably would not provide "signifi- 
cant changes." He also said the 
spreading out of the Communist 
forces makes them "very vul- 
nerable" to South Vietnamese 
forces. 


The nine-point agreement, 


which was worked out in secret 
ta|j> in Paris, provides for an 
in-place cease-fire, and with- 
drawal of U.S. troops and the 
release of all war prisoners in 
Indochina within 60 days. 


It also provides for estab- 


lishment of a council with rep- 
resentatives of both the South 
Vietnamese government and 
the Viet Cong to supervise elec- 
tions. 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 


insisted in a National Day 
speech in Saigon today that any 
peace agreement also must 
provide for withdrawal of North 
Vietnamese forces and that 
there must be clarification that 
the council will not be inter- 
preted by either side as a coali- 
tion government. 


Nixon administration 
offi- 


cials, however, have indicated 
they doubt that Tni*u might 
block the agreement.

"Light, 
humidity, tem- 


perature, and continuing care 
are major factors in the life and 
health of plants indoors," Mr. 
Landseadel says. "And of 
course the attractiveness of the 
way the plants are displayed is 
a primary consideration," he 
adds. Mr. I^andseadel's firm is 
recognized as one of the 
nation's outstanding specialists 
in commercial indoor plant- 
ings, and their expertise is 
easily translated to help in 
home and apartment situations. 


"It's wise to make the move 


indoors before the weather gets 
really 
cold," 
the 
AAN 


spokesman says. "Give them a 
chance to get used to the new 
location...the different kind of 
light, the different drafts, less 
humidity. Then, when the heat 
goes on in the house, the change 
won't be so abrupt." 


He suggest this should be a 


time to think about how long the 
plant has been in its container, 
and perhaps repot it if there's a 
chance it may be root bound. Or 
this may be a time to prune 
back some of the roots and 
return the plant to its original 
container. 


With light intensity being one 


of the major factors in the 
health of indoor plants, Mr. 
Landseadel offers a number of 
suggestions on that subject. 
"The density ot fight is the 
important consideration," he 
says. "Some plants want a low 
light density—others a medium 
—others a high degree of light. 
In our work in business offices 
and other commercial locations 
we are pretty sophisticated 
about this, using light meters to 
measure the available 
foot 


candles of light in each location, 
then placing the right kinds of 
plants in each area. The private 
home probably doesn't have to 
go to the same extremes, but 
some consideration of these 
facts is important." 


"A relative humidity of 


between 20 per cent and 40 per 
cent is the best environment for 
the proper growth of indoor 
plants," 
Mr. 
Landseadel

The containers used are an 


important feature in the 
esthetic value of the Indoor 
plantings. As a rough guideline, 
these dimensions are suggested 
by the professional: X to I foot 
plants should be placed In 
planters about 12" high by 
perhaps is" across; 3 to S foot 
plants want a container about 
II" high and with about W" 
width; S to I foot plants wul look 
best in a container 24" high and 
about II" to 24" across. Arthur 
Landseadel suggests that 
plants never be placed directly 
into the ornamental container, 
but kept in their leas-attractive 
planting receptacle, which Is 
then placed in the exterior 
container. The surface of the 
planting material may be 
covered by shredded or chunk 
bark to improve the ap- 
pearance and retain moisture.

formation supervisor for Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., entertained the Hope Uons with his scientific 
demonstrations and experiments at their Monday lun- 
cheon at the Town and Country Restaurant.

various clubs and has a humorous style of presenting his 
message. His theme Monday was on the relation of 
chemistry to the telephone business. Of 104 chemical 
elements, 97 are used in the manufacture of our 
telephone. The modern phone that we use has 4M parts in 
it. 


The speaker described the research that goes into the 


covers or insulation of coaxial cables. They are expected 
to last at least fifty years. It has been proven by Bell's 
experiments that polyethylene plastic will outlast rubber 
for this use. A solution dripped on two identical looking 
strips of plastics aged them fifty years in a matter of 
seconds.

However, 
whatever he attempts to do for 
his people, need* to be indorsed 
greatly by them.Therefore, 
there is a need for unification in 
all that we attempt to do. 


There are a few things that

I am nappy for the small step 


forward, in that the Citisens 
Bank and the First National 
Bank have hired a Mack em- 
ployee (woman). Now who 
should be given praise for their 
being hired? Well, perhaps 
many have had their influence 
unaware over the years. Since I 
am a newcomer, I can only 
testify to that I have first hand 


information about. As late as 
April of this year, 1972, six 
pastors and one ex-pastor, 
along with one lay penon (all 
Mack) made ourselves a 
committee to work on this 
matter.

After failing to get 
any response at the request of a 
committee of one, two and 
three. 
We formulated a

In the 
meantime, many of the other 
stores and establishments 
would do good to make the 
move to hire some Macks 
before they are insulted by the 
request of the Mack com- 
munity.

here. Earlier Tuesday, he cam- 
paigned in Syracuse, N.Y., and 
Jersey City and East Bruns- 
wick, N.J.

The remains of two men and 


a woman already have been 
found on the ranch in what 
Dick Adams, special assistant 


to sta'e Atty. Gen. Evelle J. 
Younger, said were originally 
well holes. 


"Since there are other sim- 


ilar holes in the area, these will 
now be examined, although we 
do not have specific informa- 
tion concerning additional bod- 
ies," Adams said. 


Investigators used earth mov- 


ing equipment to search the 
area where the bodies were 


found alongside a circular 
driveway leading to the house. 


The owners of the rolling 


ranch land three miles south* 
west of Ukiah where the three 
bodies were discovered Monday 
night, George "Baby Huey" 
Wethem and his wife Helen, 
have been charged with posses- 
sion and sale of drugs. Wethern 
also was charged with possess- 
ing stolen property. 


Wethern, 33, and his 29-year-

Unrest 
blamed on 
conditions 


SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - 


Thirty-one sailors flown hare 
from the Philippine* under 
armed guard last week say 
they lived under unbearable 
conditions aboard ship and at a 
naval base, and they say the 
conditions led to drug problems 
and racial unrest. 


The group presented a peti- 


tion Tuesday to a representa- 
tive of Sen. Alan Cranston, D- 
Calif., asking for a congression- 
al investigation of conditions 
aboard 7th Fleet ships to the 
Pacific and on the Subic Bay 
Naval Base in the Philippines. 


"Servicemen are required to 


work long hours - at M hour 
shifts are not uncommon," the 
sailors said in statement "The 
ships are hot and bug-infected. 
The officers and noncommis- 
sioned officers harass and In- 
timidate the lower enbsted 
ranks and discriminate against 
black and brown sailors. Those 
conditions lead to drug prob- 
lems and racial tension." 


They said men who refuse to 


work or who take drugs are 
transferred to Subic Bay, 
where conditions "are more ex- 
plosive than on the ships...." 


Hie petitioners did not men- 


tion the disorders specifically 
Tuesday but said shipboard 
conditions caused 
"tension 


leading to racial conflicts."

Anti-Act 1 speaker 
guest of Kiwanians 


At Tuesday's meeting members of Hope Kiwanis Club

statement that a surcharge of $10 per car had already 
been approved by the regulatory agencies. "Tnis," he 
said, "is simply an empty threat." 


"Statistics show that Arkansas is No. 1 in railroad 


Railroad safety 
is a concern to every man of every train crew in 
Arkansas," said King. He cited instances where lives had 
been lost in train wrecks, the latest just days ago in 
Chicago and inferred that the accident might have been 
the result of only a three-man crew on the trains in 
Illinois.

concerning job security by the proponents of passage of 
Act I, the guarantee is not all that it seems, and that he, 
as an extra board brakeman, feared his job would be 
insecure, if the Act should pass.

Missouri Pacific fireman, answering the questions.

A bureau Investigation 
resulted in a criminal com- 
plaint charging the garage own- 
er with grand theft. 
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Bureau Director Robert Alex- 


ander says his agency Is the 
only one of its kind in the na- 
tion. It was created as a unit of 
the state Department of Con- 
sumer Affairs. 


In the first three months of 


this fiscal year, the auto repair 
bureau handled 7,491 com- 
plaints, Alexander said In an 
interview. The figure represent- 
ed more than one-third of all 
consumer complaints logged 
during the period.

There 
is no health advantage to 
using this type of milk in- 
stead of ordinary w h o l e 
milk. As far as fat is con- 
cerned, coconut oil is one of 
the foods with the highest 
amount of saturated fat. It is 
generally thought that the 
saturated fats s h o u l d be 
limited in the interest of pre- 
venting high cholesterol and 
heart disease. Although the 
label does not say how many 
calories the filled milk con- 
tains I doubt very much that 
it is significantly lower in 
calories than ordinary whole 
milk.

About a hundred years ago 
a writer named James Clay 
proposed a double dummy 
whist problem with the state- 
ment that the most cele- 
brated player in V i e n n a 
looked at it and instantly 
said, •'South makes all the 
tricks." 


It turned out to be sur- 


prisingly difficult f o r the 
whist players of that day 
and the key play in the hand 
has since been called the 
"Vienna coup." The Vienna 
coup consists of setting up 
a trick for an opponent and 
then squeezing him out of it. 


There was no bidding at 


whist, so we have changed 
the cards slightly and pro- 
ceeded to mis bid the hand 
all the way up to seven no- 
trump. 


The term "double dummy" 


means that all four hands 
are exposed and everyone 


takes full advantage of this. 


South wins the heart lead 


in dummy and runs off four 
clubs, while discarding a 
spade from dummy. West 
discards a diamond on the 
third club; his best discard 
on the fourth one is a heart. 


Now comes the Vienna 
coup. South must cash his 
ace of spades! Next comes 
the parade of the rest of 
dummy's hearts. South winds 
up witii the ace-queen and 
a small diamond and West 
must either unguard his jack 
of diamonds or discard the 
king of spades. 


Either way the grand slam 
wheels in because East 
started with just king and 
one diamond.
